The  per  pupil  cost  of  teachers'  salaries  is  26%  less  in 
Newmarket  than  in  the  state  as  a  whol?. 

As  soon  as  the  hnancial  condition  of  the'  town  ]:)ermits, 
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the  restoration  of  teachers'  sahiries  to  their  normal  ])oint 
should  he  resumed.  Teachers"  salaries  are  planned  to  begin 
at  a  low  point,  considering  the  time  and  expense  of  prepara- 
tion and  the  qualifications  demanded.  Tt  is  only  fair  that 
moderate  and  regular  increases  should  he  made,  up  to  the  con- 
servative maximum  that  has  heen  adoptcfl  in  Newmarket. 
Such  increases  for  next  year  would  call  for  ahout  $500,  had 
they  Ix^en  included  in  the  estimate.  The  amount  would  be 
less  in  succeeding  years,  as  more  teachers  arrived  at  the  limit. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  District,  Mr.  John  L. 
Jordan  was  elected  to  the  .School  Board.  New  teachers  this 
year  include  Miss  Irene  M.  Doherty  (a  four-}'ear  graduate 
of  Framingham  Normal  School)  and  Mr.  Norman  E.  Dem- 
ers  (a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Normal  School),  replacing  Mr. 
Montrone,  who  is  on  leave  of  al)sence  to  attend  the  Univer- 
sity of  New  Hampshire.  Soon  after  my  last  report  was  writ- 
ten, Mr.  Channing  Folsom,  a  former  teacher,  superintendent 
of  schools,  and  State  Commissioner  of  Education,  and  recent- 
ly a  venerable  and  beloved  resident  of  this  town,  was  called 
by  death.  He  was  for  several  \ears  Moderator  of  the  Dis- 
trict and  presided  at  the  .school  meetings  until  advancing  age 
made  this  impossible. 

The  report  of  the  .school  Nurse,  Miss  Margaret  Macdon- 
ald,  shows  that  600  pupils  were  examined  at  the  annual  ex- 
amination, with  an  average  of  several  additional  examinations 
daily  for  special  needs.  The  following  conditi:;ns  were  ap- 
parent, and  reported  to  the  homes:  lO'/r  underweight,  65; 
defective  vision,  12  ;  deformity.  6;  defective  teeth.  324;  diseas- 
ed tonsils,  42;  defective  breathing.  35.  Many  (f  these  con- 
ditions were  remedied  by  attention  to  diet  and  regimen  or 
treatment  by  family  physicians,  clinics,  or  specialists.  Most 
children,  of  course,  are  found  to  l:)e  making  normal  progress 
in  growth  and  general  physical  condition.  Recent  tests  with 
the  Audiometer  measured  partial  or  total  loss  of  hearing  in 
a  number  of  cases.  Some  of  these  individuals  would  doubt- 
less profit  by  instruction  in  special  schools,  but  an  effort  is 
made  ]\v  our  regular  teachers  to  give  such  pupils  special  at-

tention  in  the  classroom.  The  local  Red  Cross  has  been  most 
generous  in  providing  means  for  the  Hental  Clinic,  glasses, 
and  other  cases  of  special  need,  in  cooperation  with  the  Sclio(jl 
Nurse. 

Over  25,000  correspondence  courses  are  offered  on  every 
conceivaliU"  subject  for  adults  unable  to  profit  by  resident  in- 
struction. Many  of  these  courses  are  very  valuable  ;  but  un- 
fortunatelv  some  are  not  so  relialilc.  Persons  thinking  of 
taking  u]:»  such  work  would  do  well  to  communicate  with  tlie 
vSupcrintendent  of  Schools  or  the  Xational  Home  .Study 
Council.  Washington,  D.C. 

This  Acar  our  schools  are  joining  in  the  observance  of 
the  150th  anniversary  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Cnited  States 
of  America,  which  was  ratified  by  Xew  Hampshire  as  the  de- 
ciding state  June  21,  1788.  Our  government  "of  the  peoj^le. 
by  the  people,  and  for  the  people"  is  the  theme  of  special 
sttidy  in  the  eighth  grade  and  in  the  senior  year  of  high  school. 
The  aim  of  the  schools  is  to  guide  to  l)etter  citizenship  in  the 
family,  school,  and  community  now,  as  well  as  to  prepare  the 
future  voter  for  intelligent  consideration  of  jv.iblic  issues.
